New York, March It.- The four great railroad brotherhoods have won 
their tight for an 8-hour working day and there will be no strike. 
Realizing that the country Is slanding on the verge of war aud that 
a strike at this time would be a national calamity of the gravest charac­ 
ter, the railway executives gave In to the men’s demands this morning 
and accepted their terms almost as they dictated them. 
V An’agreement was drawn up by President Wilson’s mediation board, 
presided over by Secretary Lane, and was signed by all the principals. 
Under the agreement the men will get their 8-hour day and time and 
one-eighth for overtime Wbrk. 
This was the only portion 
which 
they 
yielded even minutely. They had originally demanded time and one-half 
for overtime. 
All the principal railroads of the country will immediate­ 
ly he put on an 8-hotir schedule. 
1 he men will get hack pay on the basis of today’s agreement 
from 
January 1, when the Adamson law was scheduled to become effective. 
Secretary Lane paid high honor to the patriotism and self-sacrifice of 
the railroads in submitting to the men’s demands at this time, while the 
brotherhoods were elated and declared the result to .be the greatest vie- 
tory In the history of organized lab or.

No American ship is safe anywhere on the high seas unless adequate, 
iy armed to protect itself.

President Wilson and Secretan Lansing conferred at great lena Hi to. 
day. It was very plain from the secretary’* attitude that the gravity of 
the sit nation could not tie over estimated, but he made »o comments. 
The president Is being urged, it became known, to call congress to­ 
gether next week instead of April 16, as already directed. He also has been 
urged, it Is learned, to announce that a state of war between Germany and 
the United States exists. He may do both, but officials said that he waa 
carefully weighing all the steps before aetlng and would take no hasty 
judgment

The victim ships were the City of 
Memphis, 5,252 tons, of Savannah, Ga.; 
the Illinois, 5,225 tons, of New York; 
the Vigilancia, 4,115 Tons,

Amboy, N. J. 
It was reported without in firm a 
tion that 22 men, 14 from the Vigil­ 
ancia, and 8 from the City of Mem­ 
phis, were missing. 
Between 30 and 40 refugees, about 
15 of them Americans, were landed 
here or in this neighborhood. A dis 
patch from Queenstown stated that 
the boat in which Captain Borum and 
eight men from the crew of the City 
of Memphis took refuge, was picked 
up empty on Sunday.

St. Patr**ik’s methods are better than 
those of Napoleon.” 
Dr Mays said In part: I 
“Earth's greatest conquerors never 
drew a sword. Alexandereand Oa«4ar 
had their victories, but Soerniee was 
greater than Alexander and Paul did 
more than Caesar. 
Many times has 
military conquest of Ireland seemed 
accomplished, 
the 
most 
complete 
being that by William of Orange. But 
no military nor political leader can 
vie with Patricius or ‘Saint Patrick,’ 
aa the prime hero of Green 
Erin's 
isle. 
*. 
■ ................. . 
“Patrick is the greatest conqueror 
of all time. 
He used no sword nor 
spear He knew not riftgg nor cannon. 
He had not. heard of dreadnqughts or 
submarines. 
Yet he conquered 
the 
rpost warlike nation of his generation. 
The conquest which he made is se 
cure today, more than fifteen hundred 
years after his labor ended. H|s was 
the 4conquest¿ of reason, of invitation, 
of the gospel; It caused no sorrow, it 
made no widows nor orphans, it shed 
no blood, it devasted no land, it cost 
notfthe lives of the flower of the land 
but it abides as a blessing forever. 
“This contrast between the influence 
of Saint Patrick and of the military 
conquerors #f Ireland.** forcefully 11 
lústrate* ant) teaches the superiority 
of peaceful means above warlike meas­ 
ures. U. S. Grant, who got more out 
of war than any other man ever did,

*er could have been kept silent two 
months longer the whole slavery ques- 
‘ion and secession would have been 
tettled without the loss of a life.

Saint Patrick was an humble 
ollower of Christ and used Christian 
methods.

*nd his gospel conquest was complete 
before he was an old man He is the 
only man who ever won a great na­ 
tion to God, In the days of his slav 
■try he often saw the 
Druid 
fires 
’tindled and was an hidden observer 
while the Druid priest cut the sacred 
mistletoe from the tree and caUglrt it 
•*n a silken sheet, or was horrified by 
their human sacrifices. But when he 
returned as a missionary he risked 
his life by kindling the Easter fire in 
sight of Tara’s Hall, when it was e 
death penalty to light any fire untU 
the Drpld fire was kindled to open 
the sacred festivities of the season., 
St. Patrick, a Fifth Century Baptist 
Preacher.

Not long 
tfter his twenty-first birthday he os 
caped from his master and tied 200 
miles to South Ireland and took ship 
for France. 
!n Northern France he 
Inally found friends In the mission­ 
aries from northwest England 
and 
Scotland, who were th#h evangel lain 
n France. At the end of four years 
lie returned to his old home In Brit 
atn and there got encouragement and 
very probably financial aid to go to 
Ireland and preach 
to the 
Druids 
there, whose Idolatry and bloody hu 
man sacrifices had so horrified him 
during his enslavement among them 
This horror of their heathenism did 
aot beget contempt of the people who 
practiced it, but rather compassion 
and love impelling him to give his life 
to»thelr uplift to God. 
“There must have been some oppos­ 
ition among the leaders of the Druids 
to the chiefs of Ireland at this time, 
for the chiefs were 
Patrick’s 
first 
converts. 
This was more easily ac 
onipUshed because, contrary to the 
ordinary belief, the chiefs of Ireland 
in the fifth century were men of com 
dderable education and knew that the 
principal rulers of Europe had nom­ 
inally, at least, accepted Christianity 
and because Patrick was a man of 
compelling 
eloquence, 
irresistible 
magnetism and burning zeal. The in 
luence of the chiefs, with the preach­ 
ing, of Patrick, In a few years result­ 
ed in the conversion of Ireland.

.hat it was said ‘Patrick found no 
Christians and left no heathen.’ These 
avents occurred ip the fifth century, 
°atrick having on his second visit to 
Ireland landed there in 432 and la- 
>ored there thirty-one yesjr*- 
Patrick Like Baptists. 
“The faith of Patrick was more like 
hat of the Baptists of today than any 
ither. 
“Until his sixteenth year he lived 
vlth his father, who was a deacon 
i n northwest Britain at Dumbarton, 
tear the junction of the Clyde and 
Leven rivers 
in 
Scotland. 
When 
Catholic propagandists tried to win 
iver these Christians to their faith 
after the close of the fifth century, 
hey reported that their religioii was:

■ule of faith and practice.

many. They also sent out Patrick to 
Ireland.

Baptised 
by

candidate being dipped once ‘in the 
name of the Father,' once 'In »the 
name of the Son,’ and once 'in the 
name of the Holy Ghost.’ 
All evidence which is contemporary 
agrees with this report of the church 
roih which Patrick was sent.
